TWO RAILWAY CONTRACTS | 
(Calgary Optimist) 


While on the subject of contracts 


It is Section Six- 
teen of the schedule in the act. in- 
corporating the C. P. R. Read it, 
and note it: . 

“The Canadian Pacific Railway and 
all stations and station grounds, wors- 
shops, buildings, yards, and other pro- 
perty, rolling stock and appurten- 
‘ances required and used for the con- 
struction and working thereof, and the 
capital stock of the company, shall 
be forever free from taxation by the 
Dominion or by any Province there- 
after to be established, or, by any 
municipal corporation therein (ye 
gods!), and the lands of the company 
in the Northwest Territories, until 
they are cither sold or occupied, shall 
also be free from such taxation for 
twenty years after the grant thereof 
from the Crown.” 

Oh, but you say the C. P. R: made 
this country. Well who do you pro- 
pose will make that north country, in 
which there is now no one,—whose 
wants two cars will now — supply? 
For ever and-ever this great octopus 
is free from taxation, here in Calgary, 
You say yes, 
Certain, and is 


all over this country. 
but it made Calgary. 
not Calgary reciprocating? Who is 
able to buy Canadian bonds? And 
they not only exempted them for 
ever, but gave them twenty-five ml- 
lion acres, including all the mineral 
wealth they could discover! This 
north road, just as much a_ pioneer, 
gets no land, and must, after:a period, 
pay its taxes. And yet we complain 
about the great steal! 

But in the Metter portion of this 
above Clause Sixteen, is a reference 
to the lands of the C. P. R. They 
are exempted from taxation for twen- 
ty years from the date of grant.

FIGHTING ICEBERGS— 


Hard Struggle of Steamers onthe Way 
From Seattle to Alaska. 


Cordova, April 5—The — steamship 
Vicoria, of the Alaska Steamship Com- 
pany, which has arrived here from 
Seattle, passed the wreck of the steam- 
ship Yucatan in Icy Straits and re- 
ports that Capt Porter, who with 
eight of his crew is standing by the 
stricken ship, is engaged in a continu- 
ous battle with icebergs to save the 
Yucatan from complete annihilation. 

The big observation cabin built 
ait on the hurricane deck of ihe Yu- 
catan has been torn off the deck by 
the ice and it is sunk in the straits. 
The Victoria reports that the Yu- 
catan is completely submerged at high 
tide except the forward house, in 
which Capt..Porter and the men stand- 
ing by the Yucatan are living. 
is stated to be occu- 
pying an even bottom and remaining 
steady, but the tremendous number of 
icebergs are a continual menace to 
the craft, and Capt. Porter and his 
men are standing watch to guard off 
the bergs that threaten to grind the 
wreck to pieces. 

They have a lifebozt manned and 
ready all the time and whenever: an 
icc floc of berg threatens to collide 
with the wreck, they bend to the oars 
and tow the ice away, taking advan- 
tage of the tides and currents to aid 
them in this. Sometimes when they 
have guided a berg past the wreck 
the tide will change and send it retrac- 
ing its path so that the work has to 
be done all over again. 

The steamship Victoria reports that 
Icy Straits are filled with immense 
icebergs and that they extend as far as 
twenty miles out to sea. The unusual- 
ly high tides, accompanied by the 
recent severe windstorms, are suppos- 
ed to be the cause of so many of the 
giant ice bodies being detached 
from the glaciers on shore.

If Coal Deposits are Valuable Ontario | Papal Delegate to the United States on 


, Government Will Guard Them. 

Toronto, April 6—In the event of 
coal being discovered in Ontario in 
sufficient quantities to warrant its min- 
ing as a commercial proposition, the 
government has determined to adopt 
a policy differing from that in regulat- 
ing other minerals, ‘he view held is 
that coal is a necessity of life over 
which no private interests ‘should have 
monopolistic control, and it is said to 
be the intention to deal with any dis- 
covery along lines which will insure 
the direct benefit do the people of the 
province, 

In determining its policy the goy- 
ernment will be guided by the experi- 
ence of other coal producing fields, the 
majority of which have been exploited 
by private corporate enterprise, with 
the ersult that prices have soared 
and not infrequently industrial com- 
plications have occurred. It is’ prob- 
able that promiscuous staking — and 
leasing of claims will be prohibited, 
and that coal mining will only be al- 
lowed on a royalty ‘basis. 

The terms the government has in 
View are also heleved to be to com- 
pel the supplying of all coal needed 
for consumption in Ontario before 
permitting outside shipment and the 
regulation of reasonable prices to con- 
sumers. ‘The provincial government 
will dispatch an expert as soon as the 
ice breaks up to investigate the re- 
ported coal finds in Northern Ontario 
and tender a full report.

Commis- 
sioner Butchart and Aldermen Gariepy 
and Armstrong all wore. oft” their 
voices in reading it. 

Officials Not to Blame. 

In placing the blame of the present 
state of affairs on the civic organiza- 
tion, Mr. Francis states very emphati- 
cally that he discovered nothing wrong 
in the various departments and that 
the integrity of the civic employees 
was not to be questioned. 

“The chief trouble seems to be in 
the organization of the Board of 
Commissioners,” said the report. “The 
authority of the various departments 
is not clearly defined and so nebulous 
is the power of the Board that the 
superintendents have to go to the 
council in many cases. 

“The present syste: should be re- 
organized, and one substituted 
would tend to the rapid and perfect 
carrying on of business and the pre- 
vention of wrong doing. The city 
should be one large company. ‘The 
people are the shareholders; the coun- 
cil the directors; the commissioners 
the managers; and the heads of the 

departments the superintendents. 


Council Purely Legislative. 

“The council should be legislative 
only and should: not deal with the 
business of the utilities. This is pro- 
per as they are usually only in office 
for a short term. ‘The Board of Com- 
missioners should be the managers of 
the utilities and should give their 
whole attention to them. It is pro- 
per that the Mayor should be on this 
Board, as he is the link between the 
legislative and the business side of 
the city. One of the Commissioners 
should be a broad-minded business 
man. The other should be an engi- 
neer. Two engineers are not needed. 
Therefore, in my scheme, I have ab- 
olished the office of city engineer. 

“The superintendents should be re- 
sponsible to the Commissioners. They 
should report at stated intervals and 
every month a meeting of all city 
ofticials from superintendents up should 
be held at which affairs generally will 
be discussed. Between the Commis- 
sioners and the council there are the

Important Movement Being Inaugur- 
ated at McGill University. 


FACULTY BEHIND SCHEME 


Aim to Prevent Hardship of Deserving 
Students Having to Leave College 
to Get Funds. 


Montreal, April 6—A new and im- 
portant movement has been inaugur- 
ated at MeGill University, and if 
brought. to a. successful issue will 
mean untold benefit to many needy 
students. The idea is to establish 
a fund, from which sums of moncy 
might be loaned to students to enable 
them to complete their courses, the 
sums borrowed being repayable within 
a certain number of years after gradu- 
ation. It is a great hardship that 
many deserving and earnest students 
must leave college for a year or two 
in order to earn the money to pay fees.
